Amend the Laws relative to the Coast and Deep 
Sea Fisheries of Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend, the Laws relating 
to the Sea Fisheries of Ireland : Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

preliminary . 

1. Tins Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Sea short Title. 
Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1868.”

3. The Appointment of all Officers and all Direction and Control Appoint-

Commissioners shall have espial and co-ordinate Powers, Authorities 
and Privileges, so far as regards the carrying into execution the 10 
Provisions of this Act ; and all such Powers, Authorities and 
Privileges shall and may he exercised hy any One or more of them. 

4 That such Inspectors be appointed as may be found necessary 
to encourage the Esheries, to give Information to Eshermen, to 
procure Statistics of the Esheries, to see the Law earned out, 15 
l settle Disputes between Eshermen, to suggest Improvements, 
to report on the State of Piers and Harbours, and entertain Appli- 
cations for Loans.

5 It shall be lawful for the Commissioners, Inspectors, or other 
Officers appointed for the Purposes of this Act, to use and exercise 20 
all Powers and Authorities for enforcing the Provisions of this Act 
conferred hy this Act upon Water Bailiffs. 



Powers of 6. The Commissioners, or any One of them, may examine any 
Commis- Witnesses on Oath, and with respect to enforcing the Attendance 
8i0Mra - of -Witnesses, and the Production of Deeds, Books, Papers, and 25 
Documents, shall have the same Powers as Justices of the Peace 
have for such or the like Purposes; moreover it shall bo lawful 
for the Commissioners, or any One of them, to order any Person to 
be removed from their Court who may interrupt the Business of the

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Penalty for Commissioners shall direct; and if any Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh 
using Ves- shall he used for fishing on any Part of the Coast of Ireland, or within 
Sered™" “7 Estuary thereof, at any Time after the First Fay of October One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, which Vessel, Boat, Oot, or 
Curragh shall not have been so duly registered as aforesaid, or on the 5 
Stem whereof the Name of such Vessel, Boat, Cot, or Curragh, that 
of the Owner or One of the Owners, and of the Port to which such 
Vessel, Boat, Oot, or Curragh may belong, shall not bo so painted, 
and on the Sails, Bows, or Quarters, and Buoys and small Boards

he engaged in fishing for the Time being, the Owner, Master, or 
chief Officer of any such Vessel being subject nevertheless in both 
last-mentioned Cases to forfeit and pay a Sum not exceeding Ten 
Founds if he shall neglect to comply with the Pro visions aforesaid ; 
and any Officer or Men of the Coast Guard is or are hereby autho- 26 
rized to seize and detain in his Custody all Boats, Vessels, &c. not 
registered and marked as herein directed; and such Boats or Vessels 
so seized may be restored to the OwDer on the Penalties and Costs 
incurred being paid.

Repeal 
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Repeal of Byelaws imposing Restrictions on Modes of Fishing. 

12 . On tlie First of August One thousand eight hundred and Repeal of 
sixty -nine all Byelaws relating to the Sea Coast Fisheries (except B y el,,ws - 
those relating to Oysters) shall he repealed and abolished ; but it 
5 shall he lawful for the Commissioners, at any Time after the last-men- 
tioned Bay, to make Inquiry into the Expediency and Necessity of 
renewing or reviving any of such Byelaws. If on such Inquiry 
they should be satisfied of such Expediency or Necessity, it shall be 
lawful for them, subject to the Approval of the Lord Lieutenant in 
10 Council, and an Appeal to him in Council, to revive any of such 
Byelaws, and to make such further Byelaws as they may deem 
expedient. 

Regulations as to Trawl and Drift Nets, and Recovery of Fishing 
Boats and Gear picked -up at Sea. 

15 13 . The Commissioners, after a local Inquiry, and subject to Regulations 

an Appeal to the Lord Lieutenant in Council, may, if they think fit, ^rift ’anT*’ 
makelByelaws for the following Purposes : other Nets.

(3.) To cause Long-line Fishers to buoy or mark their Gear in 
such Manner as to he easily discernible : 

(4.) And to regulate the Form of Nets and the Size of Meshes :

of Fishing Boats, ah Nets, Buoys, Floats, or other Pishing 
Implements whatsoever, found or picked up at Sea, shall, as 
soon as possible, he delivered at the nearest Coast Guard 
Station, and any Person acting in contravention of this 
30 Section shall incur a Penalty not exceeding Ten Pounds.

Sion of the Commissioners, to form or plant any Oyster Bed below 
Low-water Mark, as the said Commissioners shall think fit, subject 
to the Approval of and Appeal to the Lord Lieuteimnt m 
Council; and it shall be lawful for the several Persons forming 
or planting any such Oyster Bed or Laying to hold the same 5 
as private Property, and to exercise an exclusive Control over 
the same, and such Oyster Beds shall be entitled to the like 
Protection as is provided in ease of any other Oyster Beds or 
Layings being the exclusive Property of any Person: Provided 
always that any such Permission as last aforesaid shall he 10 
lodged with the Clerk of the Peace of the County in which such 
Oyster Beds or Layings shall he situate, and in all Cases where it 
shall hereafter become necessary to prove any such Permission of 
the said Commissioners in any Court of Law or Justice or elsewhere, 
a Copy obtained from the Office of any such Clerk of the Peace with 15 
whom the same may be lodged, and certified by him to be a true Copy 
thereof, shall he received and taken as full and sufficient Evidence of 
the Existence of any such Permission, and which Copy such Clerk 
of the Peace is hereby required to furnish at the Price of Sixpence 
for each Copy so furnished and certified: Provided always, that the 20 
forming and planting of such Oyster Beds as aforesaid shall not give 
any exclusive Bight or Title to the Occupancy of the said Shore, 
except for the Purpose aforesaid, or to the Appropriation of any 
public Banks or Beds at present resorted to for Oysters, but that 
the Bights herein-before granted and conferred are to be considered 25 
as exclusively applying to Places where no public Oyster Beds at 
present exist ; saving to the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, and 
all the Subjects of this Bealrn, the free and full Exercise and 
Enjoyment of all other Bights of fishing or other Bights whatso- 
ever in or along the said Shore ; and provided also, that in case of 30 
any such Permission being granted to any Occupier of any Land 
bordering on the Sea or any Estuary as aforesaid, or to any Person 
with his Consent, or to any other Person, such Permission shall only 
continue and be in force during the Continuance of such Occupancy, 
or the legal Transfer of same to any other Person, which shall he 35 
duly noticed to the Commissioners, and such Transfer recorded in the 
Office of the Clerk of the Peace ; and in the Case of any Permission 
being granted to any Person with the Consent of any Owner, 
such Permission to plant Oyster Beds shall only continue and he 
in force for such Period as shall he named in the Consent of such 40 
Owner.

the Ad mir alty, or the Inspector General of Constabulary, shall from. 
Time to Time think fit to prescribe, to go on board any Vessel 
employed in fishing, and examine the Certificate of Registry and 
Nets of such Vessel, and whether the Regulations of this Act have 5 
been complied with, and whether the Master and other Persons on 
board such Vessel are carrying on the said Pishery in the Manner 
hereby required, and to seize any illegal Nets or Engines, or Boats, 
Nets, or Engines used contrary to the Provisions of this Act, or any

21 . When any Person shall be found at Sea, or on Rivers, Lakes, 
or other Waters, or on Land, offending against any of the Provisions 
of this Act, or of any Byelaw, Order, or Regulation of the Com- 25 
missioners, by the Dse of any illegal Net, Engine, or Device whatso- 
ever for the talcing of Pish, or by the Use of any Net, Engine, or 
Device prohibited at that Time, or in any other Manner, it shall be 
lawful for any Officer or Person empowered to enforce the Provisions 
of this Act, or for any Person interested in the Pishery in which 80 
such illegal Act may be committed, to require the Person so found 
offending forthwith to desist from such Offence, and also to tell his 
Christian Name, Surname, and Place of Abode; and in case such 
Person shall, after being so required, refuse to tell his real Name or 
Place of Abode, or shall give such a general Description of his Place 35 
of Abode as shall be illusory for the Purpose of Discovery, or shall 
wilfully continue such Offence, it shall be lawful for the Officer or 
Person so requiring as aforesaid, and also for any Person acting by 
his Order and in Ins Aid, to apprehend* such Offender, and to convey 
him, or cause him to be conveyed, as soon as conveniently may be, 
before a J ustice of the Peace, to be dealt with according to Law : 
Provided always, that no Person so apprehended shall on any Pre- 
tence whatsoever be detained for a longer Period than Twenty -four 
Sours from the Time of his Apprehension before he shall be brought

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before some Justice of the Peace; and that if lie cannot, on account 
of the Absence or Distance of the Residence of any such Justice of 
the Peace, or owing to any other reasonable Cause, be brought before

23. Every Water Bailiff shall be empowered to exercise the Powers of 
Powers and Authorities of a Constable for the Enforcement of the Water

30 and shall he at liberty at all Times to enter any Boat or Vessel 
engaged in fishing, and to examine all Nets, and to seize all Engines 
used contrary to the Provisions of this Act, or to any Byelaw or 
Order made by the Inspectors, and to examine the Certificate of 
Registry of any Vessel employed in. fishing, and the Production of 
35 his Warrant of Appointment shall be sufficient Authority for such

Loans for the Encouragement of Fisheries. 

25. The Commissioners may advance Loans for the following 
Purposes : 6 

(1.) To any Person who shall produce such Security for the 
Repayment of such Money as lie may propose to borrow 
as may he satisfactory to the Commissioners, for the huilding 
of Piers, cleaning or dredging of Harbours, Erection of 
Curing Houses or Sheds for the Purpose of curing or 10 
drying Eisli, on the Certificate of the Inspectors that such 
Work is necessary and important : 

(2.) To any Person who shall produce such Security for the 
Repayment of such Money as lio may propose to borrow
